Species 4, a fourth diamond containing layer configuration chosen from figure 6, claims 1-16, 18, 
and 22 generic as to this issue. 

Species 5, a fifth diamond containing layer configuration chosen from figure 7, claims 1-17 and 
22 generic as to this issue. 



Species 6, a sixth diamond containing layer configuration chosen from figures 8 and 9, claims 1- 
16, 22, and 23 generic as to this issue. 
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Species 7, a seventh diamond containing layer configuration including a projecting rib chosen 
from figures 10 and 1 1, claims 1-16 and 22-24 generic as to this issue. 

Species 8, an eight diamond containing layer configuration including a ferroelectric layer chosen 
from figures 12 and 25, claims 1-16, 22, 23, and 25 generic as to this issue.

Species 12, a twelfth diamond containing layer configuration including both the paired display 
electrodes and addressing electrodes located on the same display substrate, chosen from figure 18, claims 
1-15 and 30 generic as to this issue. 

Species 13, a thirteenth diamond containing layer configuration, chosen from figure 19, claims 1- 

1 6 and 22 generic as to this issue.
